The applicant's arguments that neither the Edgar reference nor the combined Schuster Mishelevich and Crockford references 
teach or suggest detecting a length of time the person takes to stop inhaling after being signaled to do so or adjusting the pre-set 
time period based on the length of time detected is not well-taken. The rejections stand because the Edgar device (including flow 
sensors, timer, and control unit) and the combined Schuster Mishelevich and Crockford device (including microprocessor, flow 
sensor, and timer) include all structure such that they are capable of performing the claimed method steps. Furthermore one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would recognzied that the cited prior art is capable of performing the 
method steps and does not including any further structure preventing performace of the steps.The applicant's argument that the 
indefiniteness rejection of claim 1 is improper is also not well-taken and the rejection stands.
